The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not anticipate nor render obvious the claimed invention of: 

A transmission havinq at least 

a partial transmission being continuously variable and comprising 
at least two revolving transmission elements, said at least two 
revolving transmission elements transmitting a torque 
frictionally wherein transmission paths are connected in 
parallel, the continuously variable partial transmission being 
provided in a first of the two transmission paths; 

wherein at least two transmission paths are engaged 
alternately via a switching gear part (3); and 

wherein the 

switching gear part couples the continuously variable partial 
transmission to a pump wheel of a converter and the second 
transmission stage is coupled to a turbine wheel of the 
converter. 

No particular single feature of the claim renders the claim as a whole patentable. 
Only the claim taken as a whole combination is deemed new and unobvious.
